with Hallowe’en, Considerable un- 
certainty as to just when Hallowe’en 
should be eelebrated has _ resulted 
from this uncertainty. Some have 
a vague idea that it is really All Souls 
Eve; others claim that it is rightly 
All Saints Day. Occasionally one 
will find an ardent supporter of the 
Gaelic tradition claiming that {this 
naive and delightful observance was 
the exclusive and brilliant invention 
of the ancient Iranians, 
In Egyptian History 

From early Egyptian history, so 
far as ig known, comes authentic ver- 
sions of the celebrations of this 
yearly return of the spirits, Cer- 
emonies assumed a dignified aspect 
when they were presented as tribu- 
tes to the dead gods. Herodotus 
tells that at the graveaf the dead 
god Osiris, in Lower Egypt, there 
was a lake on which the sufferings 
of the god were displayed as a mys- 
tery by night, in the month of Athyr, 
which corresponds with our Novem- 
ber. Here a long ceremony was per- 
formed and a feature of the festival 
was the illumination of the houses 
all night long. This as Fraser in 
“The Golden Bough,” suggests, must 
have been a commemoration, not mer- 
ely of the dead Osiris, but of the dead 
in general, in other words, that it 
was All Souls Night. Throughout 
the ages this festival of the dead was 
celebrated all over the world, in mpst 
eases at a time corresponding with 
our Hallowe’en, 
Modern Customes and Ancient Rites 

For .Hallowe’en, as we borrowed

Not only in the countries mentioned 
above, but in many other places 
where the return of the dead is cele- 
brated certain coinciding asvects may 
be discered by a comparison of pres- 
ent-day customs with the form of the 
ancient pagent rite itself. Going 
back to the very beginning of things 
we find the bonfire. Upon this sub- 
ject, which is dismissed with a sent- 
ence here, many weighty volumns 
have been written. Suffice to say 
that early man, either to mimic on 
earth the great source of light and 
heat in the sky or to drive out devils 
and monsters, was wont to build 
great bonfires at certain set periods 
of the year, one which fell at the be- 
ginning of winter. Then men came 
gradually to believe that before wint- 
er set in the dead rose from their 
graves and came to warm themselves 
at these fires, Food and drink were 
offered them by their loved ones in 
order that, they might pass safely 
through the cold of winter. Thus 
cime the bonfire, the ghosts and the 
feasts.
